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3. Claims 26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It isn't seen where a flex panel which has a central portion and a perimeter wall 
portion surrounding the central portion, defines a minimum diameter for the container as 
claimed in claims 26-28. It doesn't appear that the central portion defines a minimum 
diameter for the container but perhaps the perimeter wall portion of the flex panels 
defines a minimum diameter between the panels. It may be noted that the minimum 
diameter has not been identified in the drawings. Applicant's attention is directed to 
page 1 3 of the specification where applicants state in the first paragraph 0034 that the 
flex panels without consideration of the floating islands exhibit a generally inward 
arcuate concave shaped surface and that the arcuate shaped surface can also be 
described as defining an hour glass silhouette. The two flex panels 40,42 cooperate to 
define a minimum diameter for the container generally about their longitudinal midpoint. 
In other words it appears that the hourglass shape between at the perimeter portions is 
where the minimum diameter appears to be shown. 

4. Claims 1,4-17 and 19-26 are allowed while claims 2, 3 and 18 have been 
canceled. The drawing changes provided in the replacement drawings are approved.
